Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, the council’s 
deputy leader, said: “Rising 
bills can be a real worry for 
people so we are happy to be 
able to help our residents 
bring those costs down.”

A HERO from Rowley Regis has been 
recognised for his bravery in the 
Arctic Convoy campaign in the Second 
World War with a special medal, after 
a 20-year campaign. 

Former Royal Navy seaman Joseph 
Jones, now aged 90, was presented 
with the Arctic Star to recognise his 
efforts as a crew member who helped 
to escort supply ships to the Soviet 
Union. 

Mr Jones, who was born in Old Hill 
and now lives in Farm Road, Rowley 
Regis, was presented with the medal 
by Mayor of Sandwell Keith Davies at 
a ceremony at the Age UK Day Centre 
in West Bromwich. 

The presentation followed 20 years 
of campaigning by veterans of the 
convoy missions and their families, to 


get them recognition for serving in 
dangerous and freezing conditions. 
Winston Churchill himself said the 
mission was the worst journey in the 
world. 

More than 3,000 sailors died during 
the convoy missions and Mr Jones, a 
retired bricklayer and grandfather of 
two, said: “This is the end of our Arctic 
convoy now, and it’s taken us 70 years. 

Survive 

“It’s a pity that such a lot have died 
before they could handle one of these 
medals. I never thought I should see 
this day.” 

Mr Jones was only 18 when on one 
of the missions he was involved in the 
Battle of the North Cape on Boxing 
Day 1943, when the German battle¬ 


ship Scharnhorst was sunk as it 
attempted to intercept a convoy. 

But despite the bravery of Mr Jones 
and his fellow seamen, it was only in 
February this year that the Arctic vet¬ 
erans were able to apply for the Arctic 
Star medals. 

It is thought between 200 and 400 
sailors - all now in their late 80s at 
their youngest - survive from the 
four-year campaign. 

The decision to award the belated 
medal was made by Prime Minister 
David Cameron after a long-running 
campaign by survivors, and a review 
of medals carried out by Whitehall. 

Mr Jones’s son Graham, of Tividale, 
who was at the ceremony, said: “I’m 
very, very proud.”

Encourage 

The actor added that he 
had taken to social media 
channel Twitter to voice his 
approval and encourage 
people to join the campaign. 

He said: “I’m playing at 
the venue on June 1 in my 
new show, Only Fools And 
Boycie, so I’m very familiar 
with The Public. I’ve been 
Tweeting to my 20,000 
Twitter followers that it 
ought to be saved.” 

He is the patron of two 
arts centres, the Ludlow 
Assembly Rooms, and The 
Grove Park Theatre, in 
Wrexham. 

He said many theatres 
and arts centres had closed 
in recent times and it was 
important that no more 
were shut as communities 
would lose out.

The star added: “The 
Public serves a huge number 
of people because it’s right in 
the heart of the densely-pop¬ 
ulated West Midlands. I 
hope that the campaigners 
win the day because it really 
does not deserve to close. A 
lot of work has gone into 
making the venue a success. 

“When I visit on June 1, 
I’ll certainly be talking to 
people at the venue about 
what they’re doing to keep it 
alive.”

15 opt to 
leave at 
school in 
cash crisis 

FIFTEEN workers have so 
far taken voluntary redun¬ 
dancy at a cash-strapped 
Sandwell school. 

Bosses at Phoenix Colle¬ 
giate are trying to trim the 
payroll to tackle a projected 
deficit of more than 
£900,000 by 2014/2015. 

So far three full-time 
teachers plus 12 support 
workers - two full-time and 
10 part-time - have left vol¬ 
untarily. 

Headteacher Gary Hill 
said he hoped no compulsory 
redundancies would have to 
be made. 

“We have accepted the 
offers of voluntary redun¬ 
dancy and hope to save in 
the region of £600,000 by the 
end of the process.” 

Teaching and non-teach¬ 
ing staff at the school, which 
is on two sites in West 
Bromwich and Wednesbury, 
were told staffing adjust¬ 
ments could be necessary 
back in February. 

A report said a reduction 
in funding was anticipated 
due to falling pupil numbers. 

It said the cost of main¬ 
taining the two sites and 
transporting students 
between them was taking its 
toll. 

The school was one of nine 
in the borough to lose out 
when the Building Schools 
for the Future scheme was 
scrapped. 

And it was branded inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted in March 
last year.

The Public was mistake, 
admits leader of council 


THE leader of Sandwell 
Council has admitted that 
The Public arts centre was 
a mistake from the start. 

Councillor Darren Cooper made the 
admission when he revealed that the 
centre in West Bromwich is to be 
converted into a sixth form college. 

Sandwell College chiefs want to 
take over The Public. 

It opened in 2008, the council took 
over its management in 2009, and 
continues to pump £1.5 million a 
year into the building. 

Councillor Cooper said: “I would 
say at the beginning it was a 
mistake. In those days I personally 
spoke out about it. 

“We have gone as far as we can 
with it and with the cuts that we face 
as a local authority we are looking at 
the long term future and whether 
we can continue to afford to put 
money into it.” 

College chiefs say the New Street 
centre, which has been plagued by 
controversy since its opening, would 
be a perfect fit for a sixth form. 

The news could serve as a nail in 
the coffin for The Public’s role as an 
arts centre and see the loss of jobs. 

As well as holding exhibitions, 
events and entertainment, the 
building is home to 27 companies 
employing about 60 people, in addi¬ 
tion to its own staff. 

Damning 

Sandwell’s deputy council leader 
Councillor Mahboob Hussain said it 
was hoped to retain some form of art 
presence at the building, but that 
entertainment and events were 
likely to be moved out. 

Building on the pink and black 
structure, designed by architect Will 
Alsop, started in 1995 and after a 
number of delays the centre opened 
in 2008. 

In 2001 the Arts Council was 
accused of funding a building that 
was ‘not fit for purpose’ in a damning 
report into the organisation’s role in 
building the centre. 

The report by Anthony Black- 
stock, which was commissioned by 
Arts Council England in response to 
a critical parliamentary report by 
MPs, issues a damning verdict on the 
role the Arts Council played as the

project’s principal capital financier. 

The report concluded that The 
Public represented limited value for 
money. The Arts Council contributed 
£31.8m to the project, increased 
from an original allocation of £19m. 

Sandwell College Principal Val 
Bailey said today: “We have invested 
heavily in top-quality staff for the 30 
A-level courses we offer, which put a 
strong emphasis on academic stan¬ 
dards and encouraging students to 
go on to university 

“We had over 1,000 applications 
for our sixth form last year and have 


already had almost 1,300 this year - 
not only from Sandwell but also our 
‘travel to learn’ area in Birmingham 
and the wider Black Country 

“We want to add to the 250 A-level 
places we can offer in each year and 
moving our sixth form to The Public 
and doubling it in size is an option.” 

She added: “It’s the only building 
for miles around that’s as iconic as 
our own, and the two could be a 
perfect fit. Moving there would also 
free up space in our campus to 
expand our vocational courses, for 
which demand is also growing. 


“We are exploring options with the 
council.” 

Work on building The Public 
stopped in 2006 after the company 
running the project went into admin¬ 
istration. 

Sandwell Council stepped in and 
put together a plan to complete the 
centre, which opened its doors in 
2008 and is now run by Sandwell 
Arts Trust. 

Councillor Hussain said: 
“Expanding the college there could 
be a massive boost to the educational 
opportunities on offer in Sandwell.”

“We don’t know who is to 
blame. We have no map for 
underneath the school and 
who owns the different 
drains. We’ve hit a brick 
wall.” 

Last November thou¬ 
sands of pounds had to be 
spent repairing damage in 
Corngreaves’ boiler house 
when a drain on its site back¬ 
filled.

Heart attack killed daughter, 31, in her sleep 



A YOUNG hospital worker died from a 
heart attack as she slept - just months 
after the death of her father, an inquest 
heard. 

Stephanie Clift, aged 31, a popular 
member of staff on the Georgina cancer 
unit at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal, had been diagnosed with an irregu¬ 
lar heartbeat and had problems 
controlling her weight and smoking. 

Her brother Mark, aged 34, broke 
into her house and found her dead after 


the family became concerned when she 
did not respond to phone calls. Miss 
Clift’s heartbroken mother, Patricia 
Clift, said: “In my own mind I had an 
idea her death was down to this irregu¬ 
lar heartbeat. I put it down to the 
strain of her job and of losing her dad.” 

Miss Clift’s father Alexander died in 
April 2012 from complications result¬ 
ing from diabetes, at the age of 64. 

On December 9, Miss Clift, of 
Cradley, who had been diagnosed with 


the irregular heartbeat, known as 
arrhythmia, as a child, was found dead 
in her bed. 

Mrs Clift, of Inkberrow Road in 
Halesowen, said she had spent the pre¬ 
vious evening with her daughter, 
sharing a meal, a chat and watching TV 

She described the clinical support 
worker as tired and said she had 
needed a 20-minute nap during the 
evening. 

When Stephanie left her mother on 


December 9 about 10.15pm, she was 
reminded to return for Sunday lunch 
the following day. 

Mrs Clift recalled: “She said ‘I’m off 
now mum’ and I said ‘bye, sweet, see 
you tomorrow’ and that was the last I 
heard from her.” 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain, recording a verdict of death 
by natural causes, said the death was 
due to unexpected cardiac arrest 
caused by arrhythmia. 


Council chiefs' one-year 
vow on children's services 


SANDWELL Council has vowed 
to turn round its failing children’s 
services within a year, and to 
make the department one of the 
best in the country by 2016. 

The authority brought in iMPOWER on a 
£1.15 million partnership contract last 
November to help improve the department, 
and councillors last week approved an 
action plan. 

The plan discussed at a meeting last week 
includes the establishment of a special task 
force to support the new children’s boss, 
Councillor Simon Hackett. 

The plan also includes pledges to slash 
the number of agency workers, and acting 
earlier to protect vulnerable youngsters. 

The report said: “Our overall ambition is 
to become a good service by 2014 and an out¬ 
standing service by 2016.” 

Speaking at last week’s meeting, Council¬ 
lor Tony Ward said he raised concerns about 
the service three years ago, but nothing was 
done. He said: “With Simon in charge now 
I’m hoping they take some of this on board. ” 

Sandwell Council’s children’s services 
were rated inadequate by Ofsted last month 
with the Government body identifying sys¬ 
temic failures. 

Senior manager Helen Smith resigned, 
along with Councillor Hackett’s predeces¬ 
sor, Councillor Bob Badham. 

Improvements 

Councillor Hackett said: “We knew the 
system was letting down children which is 
why we brought in iMPOWER.” 

But questions have been raised about the 
council’s approach by the British Associa¬ 
tion of Social Workers. 

The group’s interim chief executive 
Bridget Robb said the public would have to 
pay the £1.5m bill for iMPOWER. 

“They have come up with a good report, a 
good plan maybe. But...this is ajob that has 
been done by central government in the 
past. The report says there are some good 
plans in place and there have been improve¬ 
ments. 

“The problem now is how to meet Gov¬ 
ernment targets of cutting money as well as 
meeting targets.” She added: “They have 
got to do something serious, but this is not 
rocket science. 

“A lot of authorities are doing this very 
well and Sandwell was on the road to 
improvement. Is investing this £1.5 million 
the best way to improve the lives of chil¬ 
dren? We’re not sure.”

Axe-wielding hooded thugs smash way into shops

Jail for gang members who 
left their victims terrified

THE raids were over in minutes 
but the terror will live with their 
victims for years. 

The hooded and masked gang burst or 
smashed their way into shops in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire wielding an axe 
and screaming abuse and threats. 

They vaulted the serving counter as 
shocked staff, customers and even children 
cowered for cover, then tore cigarettes from 
the display cabinets and hurled the packets 
into dustbins and collapsible laundry bags. 

The thugs also grabbed cash from either 
the safe or till before fleeing in a waiting car 
with a getaway driver at the wheel. 

They deliberately targeted convenience 
stores where mainly women worked and 
struck around opening or closing time when 
fewer staff were on duty. One shop had 
already shut by the time they arrived and so 
they drove their car through the locked 
front door tearing it off its hinges. 

Significant 

Shops at 24-hour garages were also hit 
along with a branch of JD Sports where 
£6,280 worth of clothing was taken. Terri¬ 
fied women staff and customers at the stores 
were warned they would be ‘cut’ or killed if 
they did not follow orders. 

Mr Gareth Walters, prosecuting, said: 
“The choice of an axe was significant 
because this had a much greater capacity to 
terrify than something like a simple iron 
bar. Many people, staff and customers were 
very frightened.” 

A gang struck 22 times between May 24 
and September 22 last year escaping with at 
least £56,000 worth of cigarettes and 
£12,500 cash Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard last week as four members were 
jailed. They admitted various involvement 
in eight of them - and not all were linked to 
all of those - but there was ‘strong evidence’ 
of a close association between them through 
phone traffic, the court heard.

Plant also pleaded guilty to 
being on two further robberies and was sent 
to prison for six years four months. 

Andrew Scanlon, of Oak Road,Tipton, 
admitted robbing the Dudley Co-op and was 
sentenced to four years. Binning, aged 33 of 
Pond Lane, Parkfields, who ran Bloomfield 
convenience pleaded guilty to handling 
stolen goods and was jailed for two years.

OUTDOOR musical instru¬ 
ments have been installed in 
a West Bromwich park. 

The instruments have 
been made by Jamie 
Linwood and have been 
erected in the sensory 
garden in Dartmouth Park. 

Mr Linwood constructs 
durable musical instru¬ 
ments for schools, playgr¬ 
ounds, parks and sensory 
gardens using his expert 
knowledge of African and 
Indonesian instrument 
making traditions. 

Friends of Dartmouth

said: “We now have two of 
Jamie’s wonderful instru¬ 
ments in the Sensory 
Garden. The sound is fan¬ 
tastic.” 

The instruments are a 
xylophone and tubular 
gongs. Mr Linwood, who is 
based in Gloucestershire, 
has been making tuned per¬ 
cussion instruments for 
more than 20 years. 

In 1989 he won a three- 
year research grant from the 
Leverhulme Trust which 
enabled him to travel widely 
in Africa and Indonesia 
where he studied alongside 
skilled instrument makers. 

The Friends of Dart¬ 
mouth Park secured £13,750 
in funding for the sensory 
garden which was opened in 
November.

Businessman offers PM advice on trade

A PROMINENT Smethwick busi¬ 
nessman has had an hour-long 
meeting with the Prime Minister to 
advise him on how to improve the 
Black Country’s economy. 

Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce vice president Ninder Johal, 
who owns a music and communica¬ 
tions business in the town, was 
asked to advise David Cameron and 
his team on increasing UK exports. 

The 50-year-old owner of 
Nachural travelled to Number 10 
with 12 other delegates from across 


the country and told Mr Cameron 
about how he thought the country’s 
could do better. 

Mr Johal shared with Mr 
Cameron his experience of export¬ 
ing and his view of the economic sit¬ 
uation in the region. 

Later, he said: “The UK has a 
deficit problem and needs to gener¬ 
ate growth. We have just managed to 
avoid a triple dip recession, and 
export seems one of the key ways of 
improving growth in the Black 
Country and the UK. 


“Only 25 per cent of small to 
medium enterprises export, and the 
Government is looking at ways of 
increasing that, and I was asked to 
say how I thought this could be 
done. 

Demand 

“I and the other delegates put 
forward suggestions on how we 
thought the Government could 
increase exports by increasing 
support to SMEs.” 

He said exports from the Black 


Country were flat because demand 
in the Eurozone was low. 

So other markets should be con¬ 
sidered, like the Commonwealth, 
which has a third of the world’s pop¬ 
ulation. 

Mr Johal’s company exports 
music to America, and is starting to 
build business in Hollywood 
through work on film music. 

About meeting Mr Cameron and 
his team, he said: “They were very 
receptive. They were ready to listen, 
and ready to encourage businesses.” 


Plan for cabinet shake-up 
unveiled by council leader 


A RE-SHUFFLE is being 
planned at the top of Sandwell 
Council. 

The cabinet will be slimmed-down 
from 10 members to eight, and the 
policy-making body will get two new 
faces.

Friar Park’s Simon Hackett, children’s 
services, and Hateley Heath’s Paul 
Moore, health and wellbeing. 

Services 

The new cabinet line-up will be com¬ 
pleted by Soho and Victoria’s Councillor 
Cooper as leader; Abbey’s Steve Eling as 
deputy leader in charge of council 
finances, and Oldbury’s Mahboob 
Hussain, deputy leader with a new town 
and neighbourhood services portfolio. 

Councillor Cooper said: “The Cabinet 
members stepping down have served us 
well.” 

He added: “I want...a new focus on 
what really matters - maintaining and 
developing our promise to the people of 
Sandwell to protect services at a time of 
increasing budget cuts from central gov¬ 
ernment. It also gives new talent an 
opportunity to take on senior roles.” 

Councillor Hussain’s new role 
includes responsibility for housing, 
which will no longer be a separate 
cabinet portfolio. Leisure services will 
fall within health and wellbeing. 

The new line-up comes into effect at 
the annual council meeting on May 21.

Injured footballer 
who still delivers

Determined delivery boy Keegan 
was not going to let a broken leg 
stop people getting their Chronicle 
as CHARLOTTE LILLEY explains 


AFTER breaking your leg in two 
places the last thing you would want 
to do is deliver 170 newspapers, but 
that is exactly what one 16-year-old 
from Wolverhampton has been doing 
for the last two months. 

Keegan Leary of Brook Close in Coven, 
has high hopes of becoming a professional 
footballer and has been playing for PRD 
United, which is managed by his father 
Andrew, since the age of seven. 

But after a tackle during the last 10 
seconds of a crucial cup final game against 
Shire Oak in December last year, his 
dreams were shattered. 

The Codsall Football Academy student 
was rushed to hospital where his worst 
fears were confirmed, he had broken his 
fibula, tibia and shattered his shin. 

Doctors said it would be a year before he 
would be able to play again and told him to 
forget about delivering the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Chronicle each week, something which 
he has been doing since the age of 13. 

Heartbreaking 

Keegan says: “I was devastated. I knew 
my injuries were serious because I was in a 
lot of pain. I had to have an operation 
where plates were put in my ankle and I 
had screws inserted where my joint was. It 
was a nasty break. 

“Doctors told me I would be out of foot¬ 
ball for a long time which was heartbreak¬ 
ing to hear because I had been playing 
really well up until then. 

“To add insult to injury, I wasn’t able to 
deliver the Wolverhampton Chronicle on 
my paper round which I have been doing 
for almost four years. I always make sure I 
deliver the paper whether it is raining, 
snowing or sunny outside, so I was really 
fed up.” 

After a few of months indoors on 
crutches, Keegan decided it was time to get 
back outside delivering the newspaper. 

He started off by delivering to a few 


houses at first with the help of his 
parents, but as his leg began to heal, he 
was able to deliver to up to three streets 
at a time. 

He says: “My mum and dad had been 
delivering the paper for me while I was 
recovering but I was glad to start doing 
it again. A lot of the people I deliver to 
had been asking where I was and one 
lady even gave me a card. 

“Delivering the Chronicle really 
cheered me up. It took my mind off foot¬ 
ball and gave me something to do that I 
enjoyed. I always read the paper, partic¬ 
ularly the sport section to keep up to date 
with what is going on in football and I 
really enjoy going on my rounds because 


it brings in a bit of money which is impor¬ 
tant for young people my age. 

“I think my parents were worried that 
I was doing too much too soon and were 
concerned about how heavy the bag was 
going to be, but I knew I could do it.” 

Surprised 

Keegan’s mother Alison says: “I think 
Keegan’s dad and I were more frightened 
about the break than he was. We were a 
bit reluctant about him doing his paper 
round in case the bag was too heavy for 
him but he was adamant that it was 
something he wanted to do. 

“He has been delivering the Chronicle 
since he was 13. It’s great because it 
brings in money for him” 


Keegan, whose father Andrew also 
works in the Chronicle’s distribution 
department, has since started physio¬ 
therapy and is hoping to be back on the 
pitch when footballing season begins 
again in September. 

He says: “I was given the all clear and 
told everything was looking good last 
month. I have since started physio which 
is helping me a lot. 

“I think I have surprised doctors at 
how fast I have recovered. It is probably 
my eagerness to get back out there and 
back to normal which has helped. I have 
recently started football training again. 

“My parents have been great all the 
way through.”

Councils are 
under fire 
overstaff 


on £100,000 

THE number of council staff costing more 
than £100,000 a year has increased at some of 
the region’s authorities - despite multi-million 
pound funding cuts. 

Wolverhampton City Council has halved the number of 


high earners. In San dwell 
the number of staff who cost 
more than £100,000 
increased by one to 15 last 
year, according to the Tax- 
Payers’ Alliance. 

Staffordshire County 
Council has gone from five to 
six staff on more than 
£100,000 a year in pay and 
pension costs, but this figure 
includes teachers whose pay 
is not set by the authority. 
The county council has been 
saving £128.5 million over 
six years. 

Figures 

The details were released 
by pressure group The Tax- 
Payers’ Alliance, which has 
gone through figures pub¬ 
lished by each local author¬ 
ity. 

Nationally, there were at 
least 2,525 council employ¬ 
ees who received a total 
package of more than 
£100,000 in 2011-12, a fall of 
11 per cent on the previous

year’s 2,839. 

But 103 councils 
increased the number of 
staff who received remuner¬ 
ation in excess of £100,000 
in 2011-12, the alliance said. 

Matthew Sinclair, chief 
executive of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said: “It is good 
news that the number of 
senior council staff making 
more than £100,000 a year is 
finally falling, although that 
may only be because many 
authorities have finished 
paying eye-watering redun¬ 
dancy bills.” 

Sandwell Council finance 
boss Councillor Steve Eling 
said: “The number of staff 
paid £100,000 or more has in 
fact been reduced because 
the council has brought 
Sandwell Homes back in- 
house and reduced the 
number of senior man¬ 
agers.”

Bigger congregations 
for region's churches 


THE number of people going 
to church services in some 
parts of the Midlands has 
risen by more than three per 
cent. 

In the Diocese of Worcester, which 
covers Worcestershire, Dudley and 
parts of Sandwell and Wolverhampton, 
attendance at services rose from 
14,600 to 15,100. 


According to the latest statistics col¬ 
lected from parishes in 2011 almost 
half of Church of England dioceses saw 
a growth in church attendance. 

The Bishop of Worcester, The Rt 
Revd Dr John Inge, said he thought 
that one factor which could be attract¬ 
ing people to churches was that church 
members were increasingly involved 
with communities through such things 
as running food banks and taking 
school assemblies. 


He said: “When someone comes to 
church, they don’t find themselves 
among strangers, but are welcomed by 
people whom they have already seen 
helping out in the neighbourhood.” 

In the Diocese of Lichfield, 
spokesman Simon Jones said the 
growth in average weekly attendance 
could be down to people going to more 
midweek services, rather than tradi¬ 
tional Sunday services.

THE grass at RAF Cosford 
was painted to look like a 
hedgerow. 

Cows were brought in to wander 
its satellite landing grounds. 

So meticulous were the efforts to 
disguise the valuable planes in its 
care, that airmen would even string 
washing lines from the hangars. 

“If there were Spitfires or Mos¬ 
quito bombers out in the field, they 
would dig big holes around them 
and drop trees in,” says Squadron 
Leader Graham Lee. “The idea was 
to make it look like a farm.” 

It certainly worked. Throughout 
the war, RAF Cosford was only 
bombed once, and it appears that 
was probably by accident. 

Cosford, which was hastily put 
up amid growing tensions with 
Nazi Germany in the run-up to the 
Second World War, celebrates its 
75th anniversary in July. 

The milestone, along with that of 
the Supermarine Spitfire, with 
which the station has a close associ¬ 
ation, will be recognised at Cosford 
Air Show on June 9.

The need for a new RAF base 
close to the industrial heartlands of 
the West Midlands was identified 
by the mid-1980s, following 
Hitler’s rise to power and the 
breakdown of disarmament talks 
between France and Germany. 

Cosford was one of several sites 
chosen. It was also decided the site 
would make an ideal location for an 
RAF technical training school. 

Major building work, which 
included the construction of 38 
hangars, began in February, 1938, 
and somehow it was officially 
declared open within five months. 

Gloves 

But, demonstrating the make- 
do-and-mend philosophy of the 
time, the camp was far from fin¬ 
ished when it opened to the new 
trainees. 

“In winter 1938 and 39, many of 
the new recruits would be sat at 
their desks with their coats and 
gloves on, because there wasn’t any 
glass in the windows, or they hadn’t 


yet put the doors on,” says Graham. 

No. 9 Maintenance Unit, which 
stored and serviced aircraft, as well 
as supplying them to squadrons 
serving in the front line, opened the 
following year and in 1942 the unit 
started producing gliders. By now, 
there were 9,000 staff and trainees 
at Cosford, most living in tents. A 
major RAF hospital was added in 
1940. From 1945 it served as a 
rehabilitation centre for returning 
prisoners of war. 

Bernard Smith, now 87, was a 
corporal there. “We were housed in 
wooden huts outside the main 
camp perimeter,” he says. He 
returned as an instructor in 1946 to 
find the huts were permanent. 

“In the big freeze of 1947, the 
corporal’s club held a party, but the 
beer was frozen in the bottle.” 

He also recalls the airmen going 
around opening doors during the 
freeze, so the toilets would freeze 
and the men would be sent home. 

“I always remember it as a happy 
camp,” says Mr Smith, who now 
lives in Leicestershire.

ifto thirds 
of residents 
classed as 
white British 


JUST under two thirds of Sandwell residents 
now class themselves as white British, and 
more than 30 per cent are from other ethnic 
backgrounds, a report reveals. 

Since 2001 the only ethnic group to see a decline in 
numbers is those of white British background. 


The figures come from a 
Sandwell Council health and 
wellbeing report which looks 
at the borough’s strategy for 
tacking health issues 
between 2013 and 2015. 

The report reveals that 
largest increase has been 
among those of Arab and 
other ethnic origins which 
has increased by 781 per 
cent since 2001. 

Travellers 

The number of those from 
black African origin has 
increased by 660 per cent 
and non-Indian Asians by 
230 per cent. 

These groups still account 
for a low proportion of 
Sandwell residents. 

With the exception of 
white British the largest 
single ethnic group in 
Sandwell is Asian Indian, 
with just over 10 per cent 
considering this to be their 
ethnic background. 

A total of 4.1 per cent 
regard themselves as other 
white origin which includes 
Irish and gypsy travellers. 

Deputy leader of Sandwell 
Council Steve Eling said: 
“Sandwell has always been a 
very diverse place, and I 
think over the last 10 years 
we have seen the number of 
people from other ethnic 
backgrounds increase signif¬ 
icantly. 

“We have always had a 
high Asian Indian popula-

tion, and many of those in 
Sandwell were born here 
and are second generation. 

“I think the biggest 
increase has been from 
people from Europe, partic¬ 
ularly over the last few 
years.” 

He added: “The Black 
Country as a whole has 
always been a destination 
for people from elsewhere, 
and we should be proud of 
this. Whatever people say 
about Sandwell and the 
Black Country people want 
to move and live here, it is 
an aspirational place. 

“In the past it was the 
Scottish and Irish moving 
here, and now it is those 
from abroad. We are very 
happy to be so diverse, and 
we are keen to celebrate the 
mix of people we have here.” 

Popular 

These figures come after 
research reveals that the 
Punjabi surname Kaur is 
now the most popular name 
in the Black Country. 

Nationally Smith and 
Jones are still the most 
popular, and the research 
shows that Jones is again 
common in the north of 
Sandwell, while Kaur and 
Patel become popular in 
West Bromwich and Smeth¬ 
wick.

above national average 


Curtain rises on ’Alio ’Alio

INFANT mortality rates in 
Sandwell are 50 per cent 
higher than the national 
average, and about seven 
babies die per 1,000 live 
births, a report has revealed. 

The report also reveals that the life 
expectancy of people in Sandwell is 
still ‘significantly lower’ than the 
national average for men and 
women. 

The council’s Health and Wellbe¬ 
ing Strategy sets out how the author¬ 
ity plans to tackle health problems in 
the borough between 2013 and 2015. 

The figures which come from an 
2010 assessment of needs report, 
have been published in the strategy 
document. The document states 
‘more needs to be done’ to tackle 
infant mortality. 

Statistically, of every 1,000 born, 
about seven die during infancy. 

Challenges 

The report states this issue is a pri¬ 
ority for the council. To tackle the 
problem they aim to reduce the 
number of teenage pregnancies, the 
number of people smoking during 
pregnancy, and maternal obesity. 

The council’s public health chief 
Councillor Paul Moore highlighted 
that although these were the latest 
figures they came from a 2010 report. 

He said he was expecting updated 
statistics later this year. 

He said: “Public Health became 
the responsibility of Sandwell 
Council last month and this report is 
a timely reminder of the challenges 
that we face. 

“Only by working with communi¬ 
ties will we be able to close the gap in 
terms of life expectancy and infant 
mortality.”

MYTIME OVER FIFTIES

Did we know there are five rivers in the 
country with this name, with the most 
famous being the Essex/Suffolk Stour? This 
river is famous as Constable painted the 
Haywain crossing the river at Flatford Mill. 

The meaning of the word is “stream” or 
“fast flowing /powerful” derived from Ger¬ 
manic origins. Our own River Stour is 
indeed fast flowing as it falls from more 
than 700ft above sea level from its origin in 
the Clent Hills to 65ft above sea level at its 
point of entry into the River Severn south 
of Stourport also collecting many tributar¬ 
ies on the way. 

Mr Billingham pointed out that if the sea 
levels rise as predicted with climate change 
Stourport could become ‘Stourport on Sea’. 
The river and its tributaries drain a large 
area of country or ‘basin’ from Wolver¬ 
hampton southwards and such is its speed 
that any water entering the Smestow Brook 
tributary takes only 24 hours to get to 
Stourport. The River Stour itself arises in 
the Clent hills. 

Thanks were given to Mr Billingham for 
such a fascinating talk.

Self-taught musician 
with incredible range

VALERIE June from Tennessee pro¬ 
fesses to an eclectic mix of influences 
from Billie Holiday to Van Morrison 
and from Dolly Parton to The Beatles 
and this comes out in her music, so 
much so it’s often difficult to know 
what to make of her as a performer.

Bonnie aims for a Total 
Eclipse of the charts 


H appy 58th birthday, Eurovision. 
Or should we say, Pump- 
Pump. Bem-Bom. Tom Tom 
Tom. Boom Boom. Sing Sang Song. 

They might not mean much to you, 
but to Eurovision fans, such 
nonsense lyrics bring back 
memorable nights of bizarre 
costumes, weird performances and 
eccentric singers. 

The the world’s number-one 
cheesy music-fest is knocking on a 
bit, and is only a few short years 
away from claiming its bus pass - 
some might even suggest it’s past its 
sell-by date, or that it’s now so far 
removed from the times that it’s 
taken a ‘pipe-and-slippers’ approach 
to music. 

But if this year’s entrants are 
anything to go by, the competition 
seems to have had an injection of 
youth serum. 

Denmark’s Emmelie de Forest is 
expected to do well. The 20-year-old 
appears to be channelling our own 
Sandie Shaw (who was the UK’s first 
winner back in 1967 with Puppet on 
a String) on stage - well, she 
performs without shoes anyway.

BMW sports with four-wheel drive 


By Matt Joy 


BMW’s 3 Series has always been a 
car for all circumstances - fun to 
drive but practical and comfortable 
too. 

Over the years, the range has expanded to 
widen the net still further. The estate Touring, 
the M3 and the ever-increasing range of diesel 
offerings meant there has always been a 
version to suit. 

Now there’s another side to the 3 Series story 
with the introduction of the xDrive model. 

Four-wheel drive versions outside of the SUV 
models have been available in Europe since the 
1980s, but due to the complexities of right- 
hand drive conversions it has never made it 
across to the UK. 

That’s all changed with the 320i xDrive now 
on sale. You won’t spot any external differences 
bar the additional badging. The 3 Series is as 
handsome and clean-cut as ever, with the 
slimmer nose giving it a more purposeful look. 

But this is no pseudo-SUV it is designed to be 
just as the regular saloon with enhanced trac¬ 
tion. 

Currently available only with the 2.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol version, the 320i xDrive is 
not short of power. The four-cylinder unit 
offers up a handy 184bhp and 1991b/ft of

torque, fed to all four wheels through a choice 
of the six-speed manual or eight-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox. 

But from behind the wheel, initially at least, 
you’ll be hard pressed to notice anything differ¬ 
ent - which of course is the whole point. 

The manual gearbox operates just as slickly 
as before, the clutch is smooth and has no extra 
weight, although it is above average in that 
respect, so from the driver’s perspective, 
there’s nothing extra to worry about. 

This is four-wheel drive as an enhancement 
to performance and safety, not in order to climb 


mountains, so there are no differential locks or 
unusual buttons that require your attention. 

The 2.0-litre turbo engine almost doesn’t feel 
like one at first either; it is torquey but not at 
diesel-levels, so it pulls cleanly and smoothly 
right around the rev range with a muted engine 
note. It also bears very close comparison with 
the standard two-wheel drive car, feeling very 
brisk rather than hugely rapid. But that’s on a 
bone-dry road. In less than favourable condi¬ 
tions, the extra traction of the 320i xDrive 
comes into its own. You can deploy all the avail¬ 
able power pretty much at will and the drive 


will be distributed amongst the wheels with the 
most grip. In normal driving, 60 per cent of the 
power goes to the rear wheels, but this can 
switch to 100 per cent towards the front or rear 
if conditions demand it. 

Purists may be concerned that this goes 
against the BMW philosophy as all its cars have 
rear-wheel drive and have done so since the 
start, but this is no less a sports saloon than any 
other 3 Series. 

It steers as sweetly as the standard car 
despite the slight increase in weight at the front 
with the additional hardware. And in many 


respects, it allows you to enjoy all the 3 Series 
characteristics more of the time. 

Pressing on out of a greasy bend would have 
the traction control light flickering away, 
where in the 320i xDrive it simply grips hard 
and accelerates. 

Such surety is enormously reassuring, so 
much so that it’s easy to forget about it and 
simply get on with enjoying the drive. 

The price premium is a modest £1,500 or so, 
which stands comparison with other items on 
the options list such as a top-grade satnav or 
audio system.

New Audi 
a class act 
with great 
price tag 


By Ian Donaldson 


WONDERS will never cease. I’ve just been 
driving a new Audi that, wait for it, looks a bit 
of a bargain. 

Not simply stylish with a wonderful interior, like 
nearly ah Audis, but so keenly priced it makes the 
(slightly smaller) new VW Golf, which shares lots of its 
hidden oily bits with the Audi, look a little dear. 

That’s unlikely to dent sales of the latest Golf, just 
voted European Car of the Year by an enormous margin, 
but it might make the Audi planners wonder if they’ve 
under-priced their new baby. 

Well, not so much a baby. This new five-door version 
of the A3 is called Sportback for some unfathomable 
reason and is longer than its three-door sibling. This 
releases useful legroom in the rear and helps the already 
decently sized boot accept a little more luggage. This 
extra space and two additional doors adds £620 over the 
three-door version, which sounds more than reasonable 
in ‘Audiland.’ 

Prices start at £19,825 for the car tested here and top 
out, for the moment, at £25,030 for an A3 Sportback 
with a powerful 1.8-litre petrol engine and automatic 
gearbox. 

As ever, more versions, with more and less power can 
be expected, and there’s Audi options’ list to tempt as 
you configure your ideal car online during a coffee break 
at work. 

It’s a bit bigger than the old A3 Sportback, which suf¬ 
fered from arrested development in the rear seat 
legroom department, but more use of aluminium in 
place of pressed steel makes the newcomer usefully 
lighter. That ought to help fuel consumption. 

Customers 

Audi listened to its customers and read all the road 
tests of the old car and noted how often a hard ride came 
up in the demerits column. So you can carry over the 
softer suspension set-up of the SE model to the sportier 
looking Sport and S line, which otherwise come with 
lower, stiffer springing. 

But hardly anyone does; overwhelmingly, buyers of 
the latest three-door A3 put the hunched down look 
above any thoughts of extra comfort. I might think 
they’re daft, especially with the ever-worsening state of 
our roads, but it’s their money. 

I suspect that lots of buyers will take one look at the 
economy potential of the diesel-powered A3 and not 
even consider the petrol equivalent, which uses a bit 
more fuel, goes a little more slowly but costs £2,300 less. 

If you’re not planning inter-galactic mileages in your 
A3 you really ought to try the car with the peppy 1.4-litre 
122 horsepower petrol engine. It’s a little gem; smooth 
as cream and with a near diesel-like pull from low revs 
(thank a turbocharger for that) and returning 47mpg on 
a Cotswolds’ jaunt at the car’s press launch. 

The standard, softer suspension gave the car ah the 
poise you could ask for and was notably kinder on the 
spine than the set-up on a diesel Sport tried later. That 
car, over a shorter test route, actually proved thirstier 
(46mpg) than the petrol model. 

From the way the dashboard air vents adjust to 
instruments so clear that you almost feel their readouts 
without looking, this new, larger, small Audi is a class 
act.

Baggies beached as 
the party turns flat

WHEN Albion’s fans announced 
plans for a Norfolk beach party, 
this wasn’t what they had in mind. 

While supporters donned fancy dress and 
dug out the inflatables, they didn’t expect to 
see their players in metaphorical flip-flops, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

Perversely, perhaps they should have 
been pleased. There have been few occasions 
in recent years when the Baggies could turn 
in a performance as shocking as this with so 
few real consequences. 

But try telling the travelling fans at 
Carrow Road that defeat didn’t matter. 
Steve Clarke’s men saved their biggest 
reverse of the season for the day their fol¬ 
lowers had reserved for celebration. 

And, with 2,400 fans decked out in 
summer wear for their final away game of 
the season, Clarke’s side gave the impres¬ 
sion that their minds had already turned to 
the coastal resorts of the world. 

While Norwich were a team so obviously 
desperate for a win to save their Premier 
League skins for another season, the 
Baggies looked like a side for whom Steve 
Clarke’s pre-season target of 50 points had 
become washed away by a torrent of post- 
Christmas complacency. 

The Baggies players’ gesture of throwing 
their shirts into the crowd within seconds of 
the final whistle at least suggested they 
understood the unacceptable nature of their 
display. It was just a pity they had tossed 
away the game long before the kit. 

Albion now look long-shots to reach 
Clarke’s half-century ambition with a 
certain knight of the realm hoping to end his 
legendary career with victory at The 
Hawthorns this weekend. 

If the Baggies produce anything like they 
did in East Anglia, Sir Alex Ferguson could 
wave goodbye to football with a hatful of 
goals. 

While Norwich looked crisp, motivated

and robust, the Baggies were lethargic, 
insipid and sluggish - a team with all to play 
for against a side so evidently with minds 
elsewhere. Perhaps a little loss of intensity 
is inevitable in a team already secure. But 
the sheer scale of the capitulation was still 
tough for Albion fans to take. 

With the home crowd fired up by a pre¬ 
match former players’ parade, the Canaries 
flew from the traps. They snapped into 
tackles and closed down Albion with intent 
in the opening exchanges. They gave the 
Baggies a scare when Anthony Pilkington 
was given time and space just inside the box 
to hit a shot that was parried by Ben Foster. 

But the visitors failed to heed the warning 
and were behind on 25 minutes. 

Grant Holt’s cross was headed down by 
Ryan Bennett and, although Foster dived 
bravely at the feet of Wes Hoolahan to deny 
the Ireland man, the ball broke for Robert 


Snodgrass to lash home from a tricky angle. 
And the visitors were grateful to Foster for 
keeping them within one goal just before the 
interval when his fingertip save kept out a 
25-yard Hoolahan shot. 

The second half began with a double sub¬ 
stitution for the Baggies and there was a 
frantic start with a goalmouth scramble at 
each end. The more fraught of the two came 
in front of Ben Foster’s goal, with the 
Baggies keeper clearing desperately as 
Snodgrass waited to pounce. 

But the Norwich dominance continued 
when Grant Holt sneaked in behind substi¬ 
tute Billy Jones to meet a Snodgrass free- 
kick, only to send a header way off target.

“The club joined forces with 
viagogo at the start of the 
season to enable season 
ticket holders to sell their 
seat to another Albion fan 
when they cannot make a 
game. The club verifies all 
such sales before tickets are 
distributed. 

“Within minutes of Man¬ 
chester United announcing 
Sir Alex’s retirement, there 
was a huge spike in orders 
being placed on viagogo.

“With Manchester 

United’s help, we have iden¬ 
tified that the vast majority 
of these orders were lodged 
by United season ticket 
holders/members. 

“Therefore, we will not be 
honouring any ticket orders 
lodged after 8am on Wednes¬ 
day, May 8. 

“This is in keeping with 
all terms and conditions 
which stipulate that the club 
reserves the right not to 
honour orders from buyers 
that are suspected to be 
opposition fans. The safety 
of fans is paramount.” 

Albion are also reminding 
fans that Stilecards and 
match tickets should only be 
sold, assigned or transferred 
to another Albion supporter 
with the prior written 
consent of the club. 

“I am sure that the vast 
majority of our supporters

“However, we are moni¬ 
toring all potential plat¬ 
forms - like ebay - where 
there is the potential for 
tickets to fall into the wrong 
hands.
